The Era of Disoussion.
Wx are evidently entering npon aa era ol
discuasion, In which the fundamental prinei-
ples of rejublican government, and thelr
actual realization In our laws and institutions,
are to roceive a more thorough examination
than bas ever before been given to them. In
the columns of the press, in public meetings,
on the lecturing platform. we find this great
work of discussion going on. We rejoico to
see it. Doubtless many foolish things will be
sald, many extrayagant speeches made, many
impracticable theories broached; yot from all
gome trush will be evoked, and the general
result will be to increase the intelligence of
the masses on the vital questions of the hour.

Truth ean endure d!scussion, so that we
are always glad when soclety begins to wake
up, and look about it and Inquire. Error,
on the contrary, cannot stand the light. Its
refuge {8 In darkness and intelloctusl and
moral stagnation, We care not how bitter a
man's prajudices may be, I he will onlv read
#od think and investigate, he will become
more liberal in spite of himself, The greatest
foe to true progress Is ind{ference—~that
sleapy, sluggish hablt of the mind in which
men do not care enough for either truth or
arror to make any effort in their behalf,

Wo are especially glad that the topic of
suffrage is belng so wadely discussed. The
time is favorable for R, Phe clections are
just past, so that men may advance their true
opinions without immediately endangering
thelr party organizations. It would have
been impossible belore the late elections to
have induced the Chicago Times and the
Boston Post to speak out upon this subjuet
as they have done since, Now iz the time for
avery man to contribute h's mite to the proper
solution of this great problem. What we need
most of all is for men to speak out their real
sentimen's. I a man thinks universal suf-
frage is impracticable and dangerous, let him
say 0. If another thinks that an intelligent
teat should be applied, let him speak out, If
& third believes in & property qualification, lot
him show the grounds of his beliel, It a
fourth tainks that the color of a man's skin
should determine the matter, let him, it he
can, bring forward his reasons for it. I still
another believes that women as woll us men
onght to be allowed to exercise the elective
franchise, let him say so. Let us have, then,
this whole question discussed from its very
toundation and in all its aspects. Such a
process I8 in accordance with the theory of
our political system. It is the people form-
ing an intelligent judgment upon a political
question, with reference, not Lo partisan
issues, but to its real merits, The great
trouble with many of our people is that they
cannot look upon a question of this kind in
anything but a partisan aspect. But this is a
time, and a favorable time, to throw aside
partisan feelings, and to settle a grear ques-
tion, not upon the shifting sands of a tempo-
rary expediency, but upon the eternal rock
of principle.

Hence, we welcome this ern of discussion.
Let the good work go on. Let thought meet
with thought, and idea grapple with idea,
Lot men bring their old and darling preju-
dices to the hght and exawine them., What-

ever cannot stand the light must be cast
aside, Lot the fires of discussion be heatad
hotter than ever; truth, like gold, will only
be purified thereby, Whatever cannot stand
the test must be consumed,

Our Relations With England.
Tsx Atlantic cable recently tavored the pub-
lic with a despatch from London, that the
Paris correspondent of the London Post said
that the relations between England and the
United Btates would soon be eritieal.

Against this assumption of a newspaper
correspondent we may place the following
extract from the speech of Earl Derby, at the
Lord Mayor's banquet in London, on the Hth
instant. After adverting to the war which
had raged in this country, and expressing his
hope and expectation that we would soon
surmount ali the difficulties growing out of it,
he added :—

“And, gentlemen, | may be permitted to say,
that it in the course of that dreadinl war, which
has 50 long devastaied that couutry, any guoes-
tions may bave arisen belween that and our
country which have produced the shezhtest
smount ofpopleasant (eeling, Thave a contident
expectntion that tbe two Governments, sp-
prosching these questions in a spirit of mutual
forbearance and kind concilintion (loud cheers),
will arrive at such n solutiou of those qustions
2 not only to remove nll remprnts of bitter-
ness, but place on s better oundation than ever
our relations with rhat greal country. 1o which
we are bound by o many s 0L interest and
regard.  (Lowod ¢heers.)

The London Times sayé this was the most
important point in Earl Derby’s spezeh, and
that it contains aun intymation that a propo-
sition for the arrangoment of all differences
between America and Great Britaln with
respect to the Alabama  ¢laims would be
favorably entertained, and that the duties of
peutrals in maritime war might, if necessary,

is dellberately sought by ourselves as &
counter-irritant against home troubles.
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Political Dynamios.

The Progress ol Opinion.

Tk progress of opinion is seen at the South
as well as at the North. In the General
Assembly of the Southern Pecabyterian
Church, now in session at Memphis, an inte-
resting discusslon has been had as to the
future status of the colored people in ecclesi-
astioal societies,

The Rev. Dr, Atkins contended thal there
was nothing in Scripture or the standard of
the Church to prolubit colored persons from
holding the office of Deacon, Presiding
Elder, or Minister of God; and that in their
Chnrch sessions and ass mblies they are enti-
tled to a treatment of perfect equality. He
contended that it was the Gospel that caste
and prejudice would be broken down, and
that anything that stood in the way of the
Gospel should be destroyed. Others con-
tended that innovations would surely result
in miscegenation and negro equality. The
general tenor of debate, however sliowed
natural progress in the right direction.

Important Mexican News.

Niws comes irom New Orleans to the effect
that the Emperor Maximilian has at last ab-
dicated, leaving Mexico in the hands of Ba-
zaine and Castelnnu. The more important
statement follows, that all preparations for
the embarkation of the French troops have
been summarily suspended. As the first con-
tingent of French troops was to leave Mexico
during November, this delay may form the
subject of diplomatic correspondence betweon
our own Government and that of France, It
is probably only tewmporary, however, and
werely to prevent a state of total anarchy
from superveaing. The Juarez Government
will be re established as soou as Juarez him-
sell can get to Mexico.

A Rare Opportunity.

We see that our *“Academy of Natural
Sciences" has not yet got its endowment of
one hundred thousand dollars, for which it
has some time been lsboring, although we
are glad to learn that sixty-five thousand
dollars ol that suin have heen secured. Here
is a splendld opportunity for some of our
Philadelphia Peabodys or A. F. Stewarts, if
we have any, to do a grand work for the
city, and at the same time render themselves
immortal. Let some one of these gentlemoen
endow that institution with five hundred
thousand dollars, give it an appropriate build-
ing, and make it the finest thing of the kind
in the world.

A TEST CASE is to be made trom Maiyland
to try the constitutionality of the Civil gights
bill, passed by Congress at its last session.
The point involved is that of the reception ol
the testimony of colored persons, which is re-
fused under the laws of Maryland, in cases
where one of the parties s white,
